Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an agreement was 
reached, or any other comments: Appllicants argued Takeda teaches neither said fine pitch electrode patterns being 
connected nor said liquid crystal molecules substantiailv tilt in said first direction in a driving state on and among said 
electrode patterns. The Examiner is of the opinon that Takeda teaches that the fine pitch electrodes 20C are 
connected (fig. 52) and as far as the language " ...in a diving state .."it reads to an operational language. .
